Beard gives us 
some “Red and White Foxcs” in 54—the 
smaller one in the rear, with tongue out, 
slightly simulating a grotesque human ex- 
pression, 48 isan “iceberg in a Fog,” by 
Curtis, which looks as if it might be a faith- 
ful description of its subject. “Osceola” 
(48) represents a peak and ravine in the 
White Mountains, and is by Nichols. The 
intense purple-indigoish blue impresses the 
spectator as being certainly unreal. You 
would say no mountain peaks were ever 
bathed in such color as that, unless envel- 
oped in smoke from a coal-pit; but we are 
assured there is no exaggeration. That por- 
tion of the hill which slopes forward, or to 
the left, displays a touchingly soft envelop- 
ment of light. Van Schendel hasa “Mar- 
ket Scene,” in 36, which gives a singularly 
fine effect of candle-light. 34 offers us a 
single but well-chosen view of the diversi- 
fied scenery of “ Bash-Bish,” the noted falls 
in the extreme southwestern corner of Mas- 
sachusetts.

ROBERT COLLEGE IN CONSTAN- 
TINOPLE.

Turks. The conduct of Lord Lyons, the 
British ambassador, is the very opposite of 
Mr. Seward’s. He gives Robert College his 
sympathy. It may not be out of place to 
say that Roman Catholics have not been 
opposed in their efforts to establish colleges ; 
but, on the contrary, have received aid from 
the Turkish Government. 

Dr. Hamlin, having spent two years in 
contending for a place to build the college, 
was obliged to abandon the project for the 
time, and to rent a buiiding,in which to 
commence his schoo]. There was a loss of 
many thousand dollars on the building 
meterials that had been collected. 

The college was opened for pupils in 1863, 
and has so prospered, as to the number of 
students, that during the current year appli- 
cants have been refused admittance tor want 
of room. These are the straits into which 
Robert College has been brought by the 
‘Furkish Government refusing to keep its 
written contract, and the neglect of our 
Government to enforce that contract. 

What Robert College is doing the reader 
will infer when I tell him the number of 
languages with which Dr. Hamlin has to 





do on the college premises. Wednesday af- 
ternoon the students declaim, and they are 
at liberty to speak in any language they 
please. These are the languages that have 
been spoken: English, French, German, 
Italian, Greck, Armenian, Bulgarian, Turk- 
ish, Hebrew, Spanish, Arabic, Persian, and 
Russian.

@HE CRUISE OF THE QUAKER 
CITY. 


[We have received from a friend on board 
the steamer Quaker City, which left this 
port early in June for a voyage up and 
down the Mediterranean, a batch of letters 
too long to be printed in full, but from which 
we giean the following extracts :] 


June 19.—Our company is decidedly

can kindness. Sixty or seventy live Yan- 
kees turned loose into one house, before 10 
o'clock in the morning, might well disturb 
the nerves and patience of a quiet family; 
but not so here. With quiet ease we were 
made to feel ourselves at home. Refresh- 
ments were produced—Miss Dabney assist- 
ing her father in doing the honors. Mag- 
nificent gardens were thrown open to us, 
choice flowers in profuse abundance plucked 
and forced upon us. Yesterday we were in 
purgatory—to-day in Paradise! 

“It’s an ill wind that blows nobody 
good,” and the gale that forced us in here 
brought joy to an almost despairing couple, 
who had for months been waiting the 
proper authority by which to become “ one 
flesh.” They were Episcopalians, and of 
course no Catholic priest could minister to 
their necessities; and there was not an 
Episcopal clergyman on the island. Great 
was their joy when they learned that the 
Rev. Dr. Hutchinson of our party was “ the 
right man in the right place.” The knot 
was quickly tied. 

Off Marseilles, July 4th.—At 9 o'clock on 
the morning of the 29th we rounded Point 
Europa, and the Rock of Gibraltar was be- 
fore us—a rock resembling, as nearly as it 
resembles any created thing, the roof of an 
immense barn, say three miles long aad 
nearly 2,000 feet high, rising solitary and 
alone from the extreme end of a long, low 
peninsular-shaped sandy point, ascending 
on its west or town side from base to sum- 
mit at an angle of 50 degrees, and thence 
descending on the east side almost perpen- 
dicularly to the Mediterranean, which 
washes its base, with forts, batteries, and 
telegraph-station poised on the “ridge- 
pole!” 

The little town, I judge, had at some time 
attempted to climb the west side, had man- 
aged to get a third of the way up, lost its 
foothold, and slid in a confused mass to the 
bottom, where it still lies stretched along 
the entire base. Here and there a building 
had managed to hang on “aloft” by the 
erevices ; but sooner or later they too must 
slide. Like the drunken man by the lamp- 
post, if they hang on they starve to death, 
if they let go they fall! 

How this immense and solitary rock 
came where it is, is the question. That it 
could not have grown there is certain, fer 
there is nothing like it within a hundred 
miles. Nor could it have been carted out 
to the end of that point, as Napoleon carted 
away the Egyptian obelisk. Neither could 
it have been dropped down from above. It 
must, therefore, have come up from below ! 
At 10 a.m. we had anchored off the 
tewn, had received the inevitable health- 
visit, and were free to go on shore. A 
score of boats were around us, and boat- 
men howling their willingness to land us 
for at least four times the proper fare. To 
their utter disgust, the ship’s boats were 
lowered, and, free of charge, we were again 
placed on solid land. 

A grand ovation had been prepared for 
us when it was understood that General 
Sherman was to be of our party. The 
“83d” was to be put on parade, salutes 
fired, and the galleries illuminated ; but, as 
we had no Sherman with us, powder aid 
lamp-oil were not to be wasted on a party 
of ordinary Yankees. 
We rushed through the streets, climbed 
to the very “ridge-pole” of the rock, 
walked along its entire length, registered 
our names at the telegraph office midway, 
wandered through the galleries, questioned 
the guards, examined the old Moorish walls 
and castle, plucked flowers from the gar- 
dens, bought fruit in the market, dined at 
the hotel, paid our reckoning, and in the 
evening were back safely to the ship. 
Some had even done all this and taken 
the 6 o'clock steamer for Cadiz, intending 
to pass through Spain and rejoin our party 
in Paris. 
Our “one day at Gibraltar” would ex- 
pire next day at noon, but the ship must be 
coaled and boilers cleaned ; so we were to

Awone ail the wants of the world sympe- 

thy is one of the chief. Among all the cries 

that ring out from the souls of men the call 

for fellow-feeling is one of the most earnest, 

The world is full of selfishness. We can 

find men and women on every side who are 

more than brim-full of censoriousness. We 
can geta “cold shoulder” from a fellow- 
man almost any time; but warm, generous 
sympathy isa rare jewel to find. Floods 
wash up jewels sometimes, and leave them 
sparkling on the surface of the earth; and 
storms of sorrow falling on human hearts 
often bring to light and activity precious 
virtues that had long lain concealed, or 
leave them deposited there. But the track 
of the storm is soon smoothed over again, 
and the jewels covered up. 

Now the church must continue to be the 
comparatively weak instrument she is to- 
day so long as she manifests such little sym- 
pathy for sinners. For the same reason 
must many Christians continue to be with- 
out influence in the world. Men say, “ We 
are out of patience with sinners, with our

They frown 
on us, and call us hard names, and consign 
us to the pit; but no man comes to us with 
an open hand and a warm heart to do us 
Now is it not strange that there is so 
wide a departure as this from the spirit and 
example of Christ? He, indeed, laid bare 
the hearts of men befcre their eyes; he 
spoke severely to boasting hypocrites; he 





ceeding sinfulness of sin and its awful-con- 
sequences. But he made a broad distinc- 
tion between man and the sin that was in 
him. The wail of a lost race had not gone 
up to heaven in vain. Infinite pity 
filled the heart of Christ. He humbled 
himself to the lowest condition of men. 
He showed sinners that he loved them. 
He made himself familiar with human 
wants and woes, that he might be a merci- 
ful and faithful high priest. And he al- 
ways exemplified his own saying—that he 
had come to save men’s lives, and not to 
destroy them. 

The difference between Christ and men 
is seen in the case of the unchaste woman. 
The Scribes and Pharisees had brought her 
to Christ, declaring her guilt, and saying, 
“Now Moses in the law commanded us 
that such should be stoned; but what say- 
est thou?” His reply was, “ He that is with- 
out sin among you, let him first cast a stone 
at her. And they that heard it, being con- 
victed by their own conscience, went out 
one by one, beginning at the eldest, even 
unto the last; and Jesus was left alone, and 
the woman standing in the midst.” Now 
what did the only sinless one do? Did he 
denounce and crush that poor sinner? He 
turned to the woman and said, “ Woman, 
where are those thine accusers? hath no 
man condemned thee? She said, No man, 
Lord. And Jesus said unto her, Neither 
do I condemn thee: go, and sin no more.” 
Yet how apt we are, with our sin-stained 
hands, to raise and cast a stone at a fallen 
human being; how often a sinner is sur- 
rounded with fellow-sinners, each casting 
their stone at him; while in the hand of 
Christ no stone is seen. 

Ifa leper followed the Saviour, though 
ail others spurned him, he turned to meet 
him tenderly, and touched him. If blind 
men followed him along the way, filling the 
air with their cries for help, though the dis- 
ciples tried to drive them away, Jesus was 
moved with compassion toward them, and 
opened their eyes. 
As Jesus is led away to Calvary, a com- 
pany of women follow him, moaning and 
lamenting. But still, mindful chiefly of the 
weal and woe of others, he turns to them, 
and says, “ Daughters of Jerusalem, weep 
not for me; but weep for yourselves and for 
your children.” And now suffering and 
death and the grave are passed. The risen 
Redeemer is with his disciples once more, 
bearing the marks of the nails and the 
spear. He is speaking to them almost for 
the last time; and, as he shows them from 
the Scripture that repentance and remission 
of sins should be preached in his name 
among all nations, he adds, “ Beginning at 
Jerusalem.” Yes,“ at Jerusalem” —where he 
‘was despised and rejected, condemned and 
crucified—among his murderers should the 
sweet story of the Cross first be told, and the 
first offer of free forgiveness be made- 
Thus he left us an example. Suppose he 
had stood above humanity while on the

compassion—yes, the whole spirit—of Christ. 
She must follow her Master in seeking and 
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tent. Let her now press her way into the 
haunts of vice—every where that sinners go 
—singing her songs of faith and hope, and 
declaring the “ good-will” of God toward 
men. She must bear .the welcome of 
heaven to every door, and teach the chil- 
dren of the world, who have only seen the 
glitter of her gilded spires in the distance, to 
lift up their eyes to heaven, and say, “ Abba, 
Father.” 

We say the church should do all this. We 
do not mean simply “ the sects.” Wemean 
every man, woman, and child that loves 
him who died on the cross. We say “the 
church” because we look upon all those 
who love Christ a3 one, to whom one great 
work has been given. Thank God that 
there is an increasing interest in this direc- 
tion. And say, Christian friends, shall we 
not sustainit? No matter if you do not 
wear a surplice, ora white neckcloth, or a 
fourth-rate college doctorate; go, with your 
heart burning with love for souls, and, grasp- 
ing warmly the hand of some despised 
slave of Satan, tell him that you yourself 
was once in “the vonds of iniquity,” and 
that “the lion of Judah will break every 
chain.” Go, and hep your fellow-men to 
bear their burdens; help them to bring 
them to the Cross. Successis sure. “He 
that gocth forth and weepeth, bearing 
precious seed, shall doubtless come again 
with rejoicing, bringing his sheaves with 
him.”

HELP FOR THE FALLEN. 


To THE Eprtor oF THE INDEPENDENT: 

Yoor interesting and timely articles on 
“Prison Reform” remind me of former arti- 
cles by Dr. Wayland on “Fallen Women, 
and what can be done for them.” Most of 
these women find their way, sooner or later, 
into our prisons. The writer has conversed 
with numbers of them ; and their testimony 
is always to the effect that many long to 
lead a better life, but knew not how to set 
about it. Some of the wealthy and Chris- 
tian ladies of Boston, who were in the habit 
of visiting,the prisons and reading to the 
inmates, saw the necessity of providing a 
temporary asylum for reformed female pris- 
oners. They purchased a “ Home” in Ded- 
ham, which has been in operation three 
years, with the happiest results. Inmates 
spend three months there—-one in the 
kitchen, another in the laundry, and the 
third in the sewing-room. They are care- 
fully taught by competent managers, and 
through the sewing-room and the laundry 
the institution has become partially self- 
supporting. A deep religious influence is 


care taken to provide them with suitable 
places in religious families. Indeed, it has 
become a better kind of intelligence office ; 
for the girls are so softened by the love and 
kindness they meet with that they make a 
great effort te do well, and often prove 
valuable and efficient servants. The man- 
agers keep up a correspondence with 
them after leaving, and they always speak 
of it as ‘home.’ We know numbers of girls 
now doing well, in good families—one who, 
from being a fallen woman, has become a 
meek and lovely Christian, evidently taught 
by the Spirit. She had never heard the 
Bible or pgayer until she went to the Home. 
The many of ghese unfortunates 
is heartrending; but uniformly the experi- 
ence of loving kindness is a new one to 
them. “Oh!” said one of these girls, who 
in kindly soil would have made a superior 
and noble woman, “oh! why are we put 
into such terrible places, where we only 
grow worse and worse? If prisons were 
made like these ‘Homes, and we were 
taught to work, and read the Bible, and 
pray, and then were cared for when we come 
out, and not turned loose upon the streets, 
there would be less crime, and many of us 
would become good, who now plunge again 
into sin.” “Oh! Ido wish,” she would say, 
“that some one would write about these 
things, and sce what can be done.” Have 
not educated and Christian women a mission 
here, and cannot our prisons be made 
“Homes” for educating and training into 
good, instead of jails for punishment? 
Might we not learn a lesson from the suc- 
cess of the Five Points Mission, the Rooms 
for the Newsboys, and the Dedham Home ?

WOMANS WORK IN. THE CIVIL 
WARS 


Iw-it-4s yet too soon to write the story of 
the Great War; if the grandeur, and the 
wonder, and the bitterness, and the blun- 
ders aretoo near us to be understood; if 
we have made our history too fast for any 
pen to keep pace with it and set down an 
adequate record; it is not yet too early, as 
it can never be too late, to tell those briefer 
tales of personal heroism, of divine pa- 
tience, of greatness so simple as not to 
know itself for greatness, which are the 
— of the great unstated proposi- 
on, 


the newspapers, a magazine sketch or two, 
and some earlier yvolumes—too crude, too 


permanent value—are the history we have 

thus far had of woman’s part in our civil 
war. 

This book, which comes to fill a want, 
and deserves to meet a welcome, unfolds 
the secrets of so many consecrated lives 
that the womanliness of America seems to 
have sought speech and action in the deeds 
of the two or three hundred women to tell 
the story of whose goodness there are not 
leaves enough. Familiar names are here: 
names that were known before the war in 
letters, in art, in society; names of wives 
glorified by heroic husbands; names of 
daughters whose fathers the nation has de- 
lighted to honor. But the roll of the un- 
known is far larger. Of quiet women, who 
left farm-houses and factories, home and 
children, labor of the hardest, or dreamful 
ease, for the terrible toil of the hospital, the 
awful charity of the battle-field, the grim 
kindness of the surgeon’s tent and outpost 
sick-room. They slept on the ground, who 
had never left the home-roof. They wore 
coarse garments, and ate scanty and coarse 
food, and faced every form of loathsome 
disease and horrid death, who had fared 
daintily all their lives. Young women to 
whom life was blossoming counted no ease 
nor luxury so fair as service to their suffer- 
ing brothers. Women who had worked for 
weary years at the hard toil which the poor 
mothers of large familics are doomed to 
undergo, reckoned no rest so precious as the 
ill-paid, wearing, endless work of the hos- 
pital. Mothers who had given their sons to 
the field, and their daughters to the Aid So- 
ciety, the Sanitary Commission, the Freed- 
men, added the last gift ef their own strength, 

and time, and health to the costly offering. 

Women of wealth gave up luxuries which 

habit had made necessities. Women who 

had never had a penny to spare from their 

needs to their desires steadfastly starved 

their needs that the hungrier needs of the 

soldiers might be fed. Factory-girls and 

seamstresses went for years without tea, 

without butter, without sugar, without 
small fineries, which had answered their 
wsthetic sense and been of mighty value to 
them. 

It is impossible to estimate the small 
sacrifices which filled the coffers of the sol- 
diers’ aid societies during the war. No re- 
motest hamlet of the North, no busiest, 
greediest, whirling city, that had not its or- 
ganized band: of tireless women, Working 
with brain and hands for the troops. The 
great fairs which kept alive the Sanitary 
Commissions were born of woman’s wit and 
nursed in her warm heart, and for the most 
part reared successfully through her strong 
sense. The good which this noble work 
did to the workers themselves was incalcu- 
lable. Feeling that they were sustaining 
their part of the mighty struggle, they bore 
in patience, they exalted into triumph the 
terror and pain of the separation from those 
dearest to them. 

Such a record as this dees this volume of 
“Woman's Work in the Civil War” reveal. 
One cannot read it without those tears that 
make the heart better; without a sublime 
confidence in the future of America, who 
bears in her bosom such daughters as these. 
It is as difficult to select from this roll of 
honor special women to praise as it was for 
the careful editors to choose from the hun- 
dreds of heroic tales known to them those 
which fill this book. 


with a sublime courage, went with her four 
daughters into hospital sorvice. .They 
served on the battle-field, in tent, on the 
transports, in the swamps of the Chicahom- 
iny, in the Government hospitals of the 
‘North, everywhere. *These women were 
brilliant, accomplished, intellectual, rich- 
Their thorough mental training made them 
quick in expedients, ingenious, patient, tire- 
less, economic of resources. They were 
among the best nurses in the corps. 
Working besfde them, a poor Scotch girl, 
alone, friendless, without means except the 
wages she gave up to enter the service, 
toiled for two years, and died of fever, giy- 
ing her life for the brothers whom she had 
seen, trusting her soul to God whom she 
had not seen. 

A Newport lady, born in England, gave 
three years of service: took a contract for 
army clothing, to give work to the wives 
and daughters of soldiers; organized socie- 
ties; set wheels in motion; served on the 
transports—r<ost dreadful service of all; 
superintended a hospital in Rhode Island ; 
and finally wrote in eleven days the most 
interesting history of the work of the Sani- 
tary Commission during the war, and gave 
it to the Boston Fair, where it netted sev- 
eral hundred dollars to the cause. 

A lovely, Quaker lady of New York, 
whose name stands for all of heavenliness 
that is understood by hundreds of the worst 
dwellersin this great city—-whose whole life 
has beengiven to the poor, and especially to 
that class of moral sufferers whom we call 
wicked—went early to the front with one of 
her daughters, and remained almost through- 
out the war. Her wonderful executive abil-

In one case of flagrant 
wrong she procured from the President the 
pardon of the youthful soldier, and thence- 
forward investigated diligently all cases of 
court-martial findings which were brought

broke the toils of red tape until her plan 
was adopted, and found to be not merely 
admirable, but indispensable. 
Of all these nurses, says Dr. Bellows, in 
his delightful “ Introductory Letter,” “No 
one woman succeeded in rendering years of 
hospital service who was not an exceptional 
person, 8 woman of larger heart, clearer 
head, finer enthusiasm, and more mingled 
tact, courage, firmness, and holy will than 
one in a thousand of her sex. A grander 
collection of women, whether considered in 
their intellectual or their moral qualities, 
their heads or their hearts, I have not had 
the happiness of knowing than the women 
I saw in the hospitals. They were the 
flower of their sex. Great as were the 
labors of those who superintended the oper- 
ations at home—of collecting and preparing 
supplies for the hospitals and the field—I 
cannot but think that the women who lived 
in the hospitals, or among the soldiers, re- 
quired a force of character and a glow of 
devotion and self-sacrifice of a rarer kind. 
They were really heroines.” 

Of scarcely less service to themselves than 

to their brothers was this magnificent offer. 
ing of womaaly gifts during the war. For 
it proved that in largeness of conception, in 
power of grasping details, in ability to over- 
come the temptations of the senses and the 
pleadings of the nerves, in patient toil day 
after day, in organizing immense subordi- 
nate departments, in capacity to master the 
driest business formulas, in ingenuity, in 
economy of forces, and adaptation of means 
to ends, women are not inferior to men. 
The history of “Woman’s’ Work in the 
Civil War” presents unanswerable argu- 
ments of fact, not ofeppeal, to the disbe- 
lievers in Woman's Rights. 
The book is well printed, the pictures are 
much less bad than is usual in volumes of 
this class, the paper is good. Ofthe editorial 
work it is enough to say that it has been 
careful, conscientious, and generally dis- 
criminating. The difficulties to be over- 
come were very great, and they have been 
overcome. We wish this book might go 
into every farm-house, and log-cabin, and 
palacein the land. It is one of those Tracts 
for the Times which are better than doctrine 
or exhortation.

while the great cities of Manchester and 
Birmingham had none. John Horn Tooke, 
who was tried for treason in 1794, because 
he agitated for parliamentary reform, was 
returned‘ to the only parliament in which 
he sat by the votes of six men, the constitu- 
ents of the borough of Old Sarum, the 
property of Lord Camelford. The time 
came when these things could be endured 
no longer, and the Reform Bill of Earl 
Grey was carried, preventing a revolution 
of blood by a revolution of peace. 

Since that time there have been various 
attempts at reforming the reformation ; but 
they have come to naught, chiefly because 
the people were not earnest enough for it 
to compel any minister to make it a ques- 
tion of life and death to his party. At last 
the reform has come, and in the most curi- 
ous and unprecedented manner. In the 
winter and spring of last year the ministry 
of Lord Russell seriously proposed putting 
the representation of the people upon a 
somewhat more rational basis, Mr. Glad- 
stone, the chancellor of the exchequer, be- 
ing the chief promoter of the movement, 
There was no doubt entertained that the 
moderate extension of the franchise pro- 
posed by Mr. Gladstone would be carried, 
it being merely a reduction of the money 
qualification of suffrage, accompanied by a 
redistribution of seats by the grouping of 
some of the smaller boroughs, and the be- 
stowal of the memberships thus gained up- 
on seme of the larger towns, yet unrepre- 
sented. And there was a sufficient Whig 
force to do this, had it held together. But 
an important fraction of Lord Russell's sup- 
porters, under the lead of Mr. Lowe, de- 
serted their old leader and refused to sup- 
port this measure. Accordingly, -it was de- 
feated, and in consequence of this defeat the 
Russell ministry gave way to that of Lord 
Derby, in June, 1866. It became then a mat- 
ter of great curiosity to know what course 
this Tory government would take. The 





tentatives in Congress sometimes do a great 
public act from the highest motives; but 
not often—certainly not always. All the 
great measures of Liberty which have made 
illustrious our political history of the last 
few years were prompted more by time- 
serving expediency than by moral duty 
The rebellion was conquered notso much 
through the great virtue of the North as 
through the over-fiendishness of the South.

At the very moment of his highest ex- 
altation® when he was surrounded by im- 
perial and royal guests, and crowning the 
great work of the year, which he hoped 
would make the world forget his failures 
and disappoi at that supreme 
moment of gratified pride and vanity, the 
ghost of Maximilian rises like the specter of 
Banquo at the feast of Macbeth, displacing 
the general mirth with most admired disor- 
der. Though thousands and tens of thou- 
sands of men, whose lives were as dear to 
them as Maximilian’s was to him, have been 
put to death, on battle-fields, at barricades, 
and in secret dungeons, to serve his selfish 
ambition ; they were unknown to him in 
person, and could easily be wrapt and buried 
out of sight in a shroud of specious words. 
It could not beso with the dead Maximil- 
ian and the crazed Carlotta, The life of 
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drunkenness on the rate of wages; that 
divorce and seduction increase with the di- 
mensions of our wives’ wardrobes and our 
daughters’ traveling-trunks; that suicide is 
an affair of climate, and religion of scenery. 
All which is highly instructive, and would 
be momentous, if we could depend upon it. 
But there arises at once, on the other side, 
a theorist who will deduce from the same 
facts precisely the opposite conclusions, 
and give you tables by the score to prove 
them. So that we are compelled to label 
much of our supposed knowledge as editors 
used to head their doubtful news, “Impor- 
tant, if True!” and to add afterward the 
affix, “But not True!” And it is not im- 
possible, after all, that we shall be com- 
pelled to go back again to our Bibles and 
to moral principles—to the Golden Rule, 
instead of the Rule of Three—giving up 
the attempt to discover truth by averages 
and percentage. 

os there is a legitimate use for statistics, 
and much of the error to which they lead 
springs from nothing but carelessness in 
collecting or using them. There are whole 
regions of science, and especially what is 
called social science, in tvhich nothing can 
be done without statistics. The whole busi- 
ness of life insurance is based upon them ;

Dear CHILDREN:—If you were only 
here in Naples with me, I imagine that for 
three or four weeks we would fave as good 
a time as was ever grarrted to a lot of chil- 
dren on earth. As it is, however, I shall 
try and tell you of a few of the every-day 
sights in the city, selecting just those in 


you were here. First, asa sort of back- 
ground on which to paint my pictures, I 
will tell you that in all this wide world 
there can be nothing more beautiful than 
Naples. Sometimes I think that, perhaps, 
it is alittle piece of heaven that God has

You know, perhaps, that it was said 
along while ago that Norway and Sweden 
were bits of the bad place; and with much 
more propriety may we say that this penin- 
sular of Italy is a bit of the good.

TALK, NEWS, AND GOSSIP. 


Yne absorbing topic of conversation 
about the purlieus of the Stock Exchange, 
and in every other place where two or three 
speculators have been gathered together, 
has been the mysterious break in Erie, and 
the causes and consequences of that disaster. 
To listen to much of the gossip of the 
sireet, the bellowings of the bulls and the 
growls of the bears, one would conclude 
that the musty proverb about honor among 
thieves did not apply to stock speculators. 
The break in Erie came so suddenly last 
Saturday week, when no one was looking 
for it, nor prepared to resist it, that it doubt- 
less did a good deal more damage than its au- 
thors intended. 1t is said there was foul play 
among some of the members of the pool 
who were engineering therise, and that, while 
roping in their credulous friends and as- 
posiates to buy in the stock, they sold out 
at the highest points, and then hammered 
the stock until they produced a semi-panic, 


hat | were mutilated notes which had been re- 


considerable in the stock, and much higher 
prices are.predicted. Apart from the spec- 
ulative demand for Northwest common, it 
is intrinsically worth much more than it is 

selling for. The first week in August shows 
a large increase in its receipts. New York 
Central has yielded & trifle, but holds 
its own firmly; and so do Rock 
Island, Fort Wayne, Pittsburg, Read- 
ing, Hudson, and Michigan Central. 

These regular dividend stocks ought

The reported earnings of the first week 
in August of most of the railroads 
show an encouraging increase in their

Old Southern keeps up, but it does not ad- 
vance, according to the expectations of its 
friends. Probably too many have been 
realizing on the late advance. It is still 12 

per cent below the point it touched last 
year. 4 
There has been a good deal of speculation 
in the Express stocks. Adams and the rest 
of the old companies have been a good deal 

sought after; but Merchants’ Union still 

keeps afloat, alive, and active, in spite of the 
adverse predictions of its enemies. 

Mining stocks have been dull and but lit- 

tle doing in them. Pacific Mail hangs fire, 
and does not look like going up to 150. 

Atlantic Mailis strong, butnotactive. Can- 
ton Company is firm and in good favor; 

those who know it best think best of it. It 
is expected to go very much higher this 
fall. The smaW stocks, like Boston Water 
Power and the Coal stocks, are quiet, but 
prices rule low ; and with the revival of the 

fall business they will be likely to rise con- 

siderably. Gold fluctuates hardly more 

than half per cent.. The Government sells 

enough daily to keep it from rising; but 

these sales will probably cease if there is to 

be a cessation of shipments to Europe, 

which seems probable, for gold cannot be 

shipped to a profit while exchange . rules at 

its present price. The clique operatros in 

mining stocks have been watching an 

opportunity to load, but the market 

has not been favorable for them. Cory- 

don has been heavy and dull; consolidated 

Gregory was run up 2 trifle, but fell off 
again; Smith & Parmlee has been in ap- 

parent demand; but most of the mining 

stocks are neglected. The great ease in 

the money market is favorable for all kinds 

of speculative stocks; but there is a very 

wholesome fear of them, except the rail- 

roads, which have a positive value. 

The attempt was made in Broad street to 

create an uneasy feeling, because theTreas- 

ury statement showed a decrease of about 
four millions of currency, and the bullion. 
ists paid Mr. McCulloch the dubious com- 
pliment of inferring that he was going to 
prove false to his promises, contained in his 
last published letter, not to reduce the cur- 
rency until some change should be indicated 

in the policy of Congress touching the cur- 

rency. The four millions of decrease was 

easily explained by the statement that they 


turned to the department, whose places 
would immediately be filled by new notes. 
All the talk about Mr. McCulloch’s destroy- 
ing greenbacks may be safely considered as 
mere bosh. He will make no change in his 
present policy until Congress meets in No- 
vember, nor even then without giving 
timely notification of his intentions. But 
gold was higher on Monday, and it is 
predicted by some that much higher prices 
will be reached this Fall.. The Treasury 
Department can regulate the price of gold, 
and it is not improbable that Mr. McCul- 
loch will think it advisable to let the price 
go up a little,so as to increase the current 
values of gold bonds. 








MONEY MARKET. 


How much longer the ease in the money 
market, and the consequent low rates of 
interest, which have prevailed since the com- 
mencement of the present year will continue 
it would be unsafe to preslict; but there is no 
cause perceptible now for supposing that 
the financial situation will be materially 
changed before the end of December. 
Money continues in excess of the demands 
of trade, for two reasons: the first of which 
is that in this country more paper money 
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taken by the brokers in exchange for the 
new 5-20s of 1867. For August notes they 
give the new 5-20 bonds, and pay 
$26.58 difference. For June notes the same, 
and charge 25 cents difference; and for the 
July notes the same, and charge $6.25 dif- 
ference on every thousand dollars. Com- 
pound-interest notes have beencin less re- 
quest on the basis of 11931198 for those of 
August, 1864, and 11701174 for those of 
May, 1865. 

In reference to the abundance of money 
in England the London Zimes makes the 
following significant remarks : 


“The Bank of England to-day have re- 
duced their rate of discount from 24 per 
cent., to which it was lowered on the 80th 
of May, to 2 per cent. The necessity for 
the movement is to be regretted, because it 
indicates a condition of the commercial 
mind no less discreditable than that which 
at this time last year rendered it almost im- 
possible for any one to obtain money even 
at 10 percent. With the bank rate down 
at 2 per cent. the competition in the open 
market will be carried on at 12; and it isa 
humiliating feature of an epoch supposed 
especially to be one both of mercantile en- 
terprise and financial public faith to find it 
thus proclaimed that English capitalists 
can discern no opening in trade, and no 
home or foreign adventure for the purposes 
of social advancement or international 
progress, in which money can be employed 
with any — of advantage on these 
terms. Of course, under the circumstances, 
it isthe duty of the bank to put out its funds 
at whatever rates can be safely obtained. 
Some people fancy that, by descending to 
such a point as 2 per cent.,the directors only 
render more certain a wild reaction; but 
when the supply out of doors is in excess of 
the demand they cannot control the market, 
and at any time it would be injurious if 
they were to attempt it, since in the end 
they could but aggravate the existing evil.” 





RUMORS OF FRAUDS IN THE 
TREASURY DEPARTMENT, 


TERE have been some vague rumors 
circulated Jately, the origin of which it 
would not be difficult to trace ‘to their 
source, of fradulent issues of United States 


bonds and currency. One daily paper has 
darkly hinted that Secretary Chase had 
some connection with these frauds, and 


that he had retired from the Treasury De- 


partment a millionaire, though he entered it 
a poor man. 


The baseness of such imputa- 
tions every one knows. The objects of 


these reports are ofa double character: to 


damage the market value of our national se- 


curities, and to injure the character of Chief- 


Justice Chase. But they will be impotent 
to produce either effect. That there may 
have been some fraudvlent issues of bonds 
in the department at Washington is not by 
any means improbable, But nothing of the 
kind could possibly have occurred to a suf- 
ficient extent to affect the national credit, 
or to influence the current value of our 
public securities.” If fraudulent bonds were 
issued, they would not escape detection 
when an attempt were made to collect the 
interest upon them. If any such bonds 
have ever been put upon the market, it is 
certain that no attempt has been made to 
collect the interest upon them. The public 
may rest perfectly sure that no frauds of*a 
sufficient magnitude to impair the value of 
our national securities can have been per- 
petrated. The rumors originated in a sen- 
sational quarter, and are not entitled to any 
serious consideration.

appreciated. Something of this increase 
has probably been already discounted by 
intelligent business men at the South; but it 
is an increase that will extend so rapidly that 
it will be difficult to keep pace with it. As 
to a reduction of prices in dry goods, or any 
other description of merchandise, it is un- 
reasonable to look for anything of the kind 
while taxes and the cost of producing the 
raw material remain as they are now; and 
that they must remain so is certain while the 
Government extracts from the industry of 
the people four hundred millions of dollars a 
year. Just that amount, in addition to lo- 
cal and state taxes, must be added to the 
cost of all productions, whether of raw ma- 
terial or manufactured articles ; and it will 
only be as our population increases and the 
pro rata of taxation diminishes that there 
can be any diminution of the great burden 
which must necessarily weigh upon our 
commerce. 

During the past week there have been no 
changes calling for special notice. No more 
failures having been reported, credits have 
been extended more liberally, and itis pretty 
generally conceded that the worst has been 
seen already in the present scason. 

In brown sheetings there has been more 
activity, and some desirablé qualities have 
advanced about half a cent a yard. In 
bleached goods the sales have been heavy, 
stocks in the hands of agents have sensibly 
diminished, and prices of the inferior grades 
have advanced a trifle. Drills and jeans are 
without any marked improvement. Prints 
are in increasing demand. Merrimacs, 
Spragues, Allens,and American Print Works 
goods are readily taken at firm prices. 
New and tasty styles, of course, receive most 
attention. Ginghams of the better qualities 
are in good demand, but the inferior grades 
are neglected. Jaconets, silesias, and cam- 
brics are in steady demand, but without aby 
increase of prices. The exhibition of 
American shawls this season is unusually 
attractive; the demand for this kind of 
goods is largely on the increase, and better 


prices are realized. In cloths and cassi- 
meres, as Well as in Italians, there is more
